"Italy does not refuse to 
nego- 


tiate peace," said this spokesman, 
"but we are not running after peace. 


"Moreover, any peace terms, 
to 


he acceptable to Italy, must recog- 
nize first our security 
needs 
and 


recond 
our 
expansionist 
require- 


ments. 


"That means military security in 


the Ethiopian provinces 
bordering 


on dur colonies and tbe actual ter- j 
ritory so desperately needed for the 
expansion of our people." 


Premier Mussolini returned Baron 


Pornpeo Aloisi, his personal repre- 
sentative, to Geneva to confer with 
other representatives of league mem- 
bers. 


He was preceded to the city by 


Premier Pierre Laval of France and 
by Sir Samuel Hoare, foreign secre- 
tary, and Anthony Eden, 
minister 


for league affairs, of Great Britain.

who need work.

what were the working conditions In Kingston.
